Where and when were you born? 

| was born in New York City on August 
17, 1952. 

How did you break into comics? 

After attending the School of Visual Arts, 
where | studied with Will Eisner, the cre- 
ator of the Spirit, | got my portfolio 
together and attended the Phil Seuling 
(comic) convention in ’77. There, | met 
Sol Harrison, who was the President of 
DC Comics at the time, and he was 
impressed enough to offer me 
ajob. | did a one-page mys- 
tery story for one of their 
now-defunct mystery comics. 
What was the first Spider- 
Man story you worked on? 
AMAZING SPIDER-MAN 
#292 — the issue where Mary 
Jane accepts Peter Parker’s 
proposal of marriage. 

What can you tell us about 
SPIDER-MAN ADVEN- 
TURES? 

SPIDER-MAN ADVENTURES features sto- 
ries based on the animated series which 
begins in late October or early November. 
It has both the classic villains and the 
newer villains. In the first book, Spider- 
Man fights the Lizard. Issue two has the 
Scorpion ... Venom will be appearing ... 
the Shocker ... it’s a nice blend of old and 
new villains. Each issue tells a complete 
story. ; 

Who are some of your artistic influ- 
ences? 

Well, the first comic | saw when | was a 
boy was a Superman by Curt Swan, so 
that’s an influence. Same for Dick 
Sprang’s Batman. Jack Kirby. John 
Romita Sr. Gil Kane. Ross Andru — all 
the artists from that time period.

"50" 's — Frazetta, Al Williamson, Roy 
Krenkel, Wally Wood, Reed Crandall .. 

| also like the illustrators from the early 
1920's — Arthur Rackham, N.C. Wyeth. 
And modern artists like Maxfield Parrish 
and Lane Decker. | enjoy looking at that 
illustrative technique. | admire any artists 
who are enthusiastic about their work. 
They inspire me to do better. 

What advice would you have for aspir- 
ing artists? 

Draw, draw, draw anything you can see. 
Roll out of bed, draw your bedroom. 
Look out the window, draw cars, trees. 
You might as well learn to draw every- 
thing as early as possible. It doesn’t hurt 
to get an art education. Also get a good 
general education. An artist draws from 
the experience of the world around him. 
It’s good to be well-rounded. 

How many pages do you draw a day? 
On a good day, | can draw 
two pages of full pencils, but 
that’s a very long day! | usu- 
ally work about eight hours a 
day, but that’s usually spilt up 
throughout the day. 

If you could only have one 
food to eat for the rest of 
your life, what would it be? 
Really good pizza! I’ve 
already tasted really bad 
pizza! 

Do you have any hobbies? 

| enjoy tennis, golf, bowling, playing with 
my kids — usually we play basketball or 
baseball — reading, movies, listening to 
music. There is a wide range of things | 
do away from the drawing board. 

Who do you think should play Spider- 
Man in the movie? 

Just about anybody who is athletic would 
fit the bill. Charlie Sheen is one name 
that has been mentioned, and | could go 
along with that. 

Any closing comments? 

I'd just like to mention that I’m married to 
my lovely wife, Jodi, and | have two chil- 
dren, Daniel and Erica. Also, I’d like to 
let the fans know that comic book artists 
do other things besides draw comics!
